A labor-management 
Struggle over the future 
shape of the work week isin 
the making says John Sche 
reiner in The Finaneial Post 
What is in doubt is whether 
employees will tend to line 
up with their unions -- or 
with management, The gut 
issue: in the move toward a 
four-day work week, should 
the eight-hour day be leng- 
thened?

Canada’s new six-digit 
“alpha-numeric’’ postal 
code is anunfamiliar animal 
to most Canadians and is 
getting mixed response from 
people who have already en- 
countered it. Large cor- 
porations like it, Secre- 
taries detest it, The aver- 
age citizen doesn’t use it, 
These findings were gath- 
ered by the Post Office De- 
partment in arecent survey. 

J. G. Fultz, post office 
director of coding and me- 
chanization, estimated 52% 
of all mail handled in Ottawa 
now carries the six-digit 
designation, Although totals 
were not released, obser- 
vers think that the usage 
rate in the three Prairie 
Provinces varies between 
20% - 30%.

The usage rate in 
most European countries 
averages 60 per cent,

Poppy and two 
young men

Alex wondered again why he had come. No one had 
been surprised when he requested permission to go, but 
then no-one seemed very interested either. Maybe it was 
because it was so long ago, and maybe it was because 
no one wanted to remember any more, 

A few years ago a group had gone, but when they came 
back they hadn’t said much, He remembered Pierre 
saying that it was all ancient history and that no one 
seemed to remember, or even care, Somehow Alex 
couldn’t quite believe that, It all had to mean something, 
or all those young men had died for nothing. He had to 
go, and he had to find out for himself, 

The wind roared across Confederation Square, and the 
clock bonged on Parliament Hill, It was always cold in 
Ottawa in November, even when the sun shone fitfully 
like today, He heard two reporters discussing how to 
estimate the crowd. ‘‘Let’s say somewhere around 700," 
Alex couldn’t help smiling. Seven hundred seemed enough 
for the press, and yet so pitifully few to Alex. Seven 
Hundred had come to honor 120,000 Canadian dead! 
*‘Lest we Forget,’’ he thought bitterly ‘‘Hah!’’ 

He found a place on the edge of the Legion group, and 
noticed how they shivered in the raw wind. Some looked 
as if they should be anywhere but here at this windy 
cenotaph. Most weren’t wearing coats, proud to expose 
their decorations, and some were wearing coats that 
looked too thin, and their shoes didn’t look that sturdy 
either. But they stood there, and shivered, and honored 
their comrades. Some tears were not caused by the 
wind, 

The official party arrived, all snugintheir limousines. 
He remembered the last time he had come, and ‘‘The Old 
Soldier’’ was still Governor-General, and you hadonly to 
look at his eyes to know HE remembered. But today it 
was not the ‘Old Soldier. ’’ 

Solemnly the officials went forward and placed their 
wreaths. He looked long at the Silver Cross Mother. 
Yes, she remembered. She remembered her two sons 
did not come back home. But he wondered about the 
others, the politicians, the diplomats. He felt that they 
were there to be seen, and to see others. They weren’t 
there for the real purpose. The remembering ofthe dead 
seemed incidental. 

He watched the ceremony continue, The band played, 
the wreaths were laid, and fifteen minutes later the offi- 
cials had scuttled away, and a few people milled around, 
curious, looking at the poppy wreaths, wondering what 
it was all about. It was all over for another year. He 
had to face it -- no one really did remember any more. 
He suddenly felt weary and unbearably sad. 

He was sorry he had come, 

He started to walk away from the crowd, but turned 
back slowly for one last look. For some reason they 
caught his eye. Two youths, maybe eighteen years old, 
were near the cenotaph, and were looking at the wreaths, 
Both boys had long hair. One was trying to grow a 
moustache and beard, and both were wearing jeans. They 
looked cold too. He wondered if they were students, He 
was surprised to notice they were wearing poppies. Both 
boys stood there for a moment talking. 

They seemed bewildered as if they really didn’t accept 
what had happened. Then, one boy leaned over, and picked 
up a pamphlet that had fallen, and he glanced at it 
uninterestedly. Something seemed to catch his attention, 
He wordlessly showed it to his friend, pointing some- 
thing out, And then a strange thing happened. He walked 
over to the cenotaph, an’ knelt down, He reached up to 
his lapel, and took his poppy off his coat, and reverently 
placed it down amongst the array of formal wreaths. 
The remnants of the crowd stood, silently watching. Then 
his friend reached up, and he placed his poppy beside 
it. They moved off and away, and were soon lost in the 
streets. 

The crowd looked stunned, Alex walked back, and
